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Paying for Federal Highways 

The enormously costly proposed federal road 
.program, now being discussed in Congress, has 
sharply focused public attention oni the problem of 
how to pay for hjghways. 

Robert S. Henry of the Association of American 
•Railroads recently observed that if the cost of high- 
way construction and maintenance is to be distributed 
equitably, some kind of adequate user charge should 
'be collected from heavy vehicles. This charge would 
simply reflect' their : greater use of the roads and : the 
higher ^construction and maintenance costs they im- 
pose. 

Mr. Henry added that neither the fuels tax 
nor the license fee is equitable. Then he. said that 
.the most equitable tax of all would be one that, in 
effect, '^weighed" a vehichVand "measured" the dis- 
tance it rims.. '/& an example, a tax on; tires would 
not only take into account the weight and number 
of tires used by a. vehicle on the highway's but would 
measure the miles run. Such a tax is also feasible 
in administration Mr. Hemry pointed out, since it 
would be collected at the relatively few points of 
manufacture and would toe-paid but once during the 
life of the tire. 

This certainly seems reasonable, as well as emi- 
nently practical. The user charge idea is in no way 
punitive. It distributes the costs of road building 
and road maintenance fairly in the light of the bene- 
fits the various kinds of users get — and in the light 
of the costs that their operations entail tto the road 
builders. It looks like the best proposal yet made.

Pork From Red Poland 

The goal of expanded world trade is a splendid 
one. But it would seem, only sensible that we should 
lay emphasis on trade with our friends, not with our 
enemies, and that we should always 'keep in mind 
the "two-way-street" principle. 

The American Meat, Institute -tells of a rather 
startling development J in the foreign trade fielcL 
Last year, communist Polancfc^-an . Iron Curtain 
country .dedicated to the destruction of what we re- 
gard as free institutions — Shipped 13 per cent more 
canned, pork products, especially hams, into the 
United States than im 1954. These imports totaled 
some 22 million pounds, with a value of almost $18 
million. 

By contrast, shipments of canned pork by such 
friendly nations as Holland, West Germany, and Can- 
ada all declined by. 5 to 21 per, cent. Only from Den- 
mark did imports increase — by about 5 per cent. 

To top it off," the friendly countries which shipped 
canned porkito the United States were heavy purchas- 
ers of our own meat and other agricultural' products, 
Including tallow and hides> But in the case of Red 
Poland, the . value of her purchases of agricultural 
products of every,' description from the U. S. was well 
below $1. million— or less than one-eighteenth of the 
value of canned pork she shipped to us. 

The moral seems plain. Let's have more world 
trade — but -let's have it .with countries which are oh 
our side politically and economically.

" Separating the "facts from the 
fancy has been one of the projects 
undertaken, by the . Institute for 
Safer Living of the American Mu- 
tual Liability Insurance company in 
Boston. About 400 persons die each 
year* because of electrical storms. 
More than 43,000 fires a year are 
attributed to lightning, causing 

' damages • etimatcd at $43,600,000; 
No, it isn't dangerous to carry an 
umbrella, reports the Institute. 
The mass of metal is very small and 



ithe- overall height of the person 
carrying an, umbrella' is not suffi- 
cient to greatly increase the chances 
of being struck by lightning. Ac- 
tually, the open umbrella is more 
likely to result in a traffic accident 
through obstruction of vision.- • 

As for radio and television aer- 
ials, atop houses, it is true that high 
points attract lightning. Antennas 
should be provided. ,with well- 
grounded lightning arresters. If at 



all possible antennas should be on 
self-supporting masts, or poles. An- 
tennas located wholly inside the 
building do not require lightning 
arresters. k 

Hiding in acloset is the height. of 
folly, advises the Institute for Safer 
Living. Getting under the bed is 
useless, too. There seems to be lit- 
tle point in going down cellar. The 
greatest hazard from lightning 'is 
from a possible ensuing fire. Com-

Route 12 
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Personal Debts , 
Upped Considerably 
During Year 1955 

NEW YORK— THe American peo- 
ple In their record spending spree 
last year added the equivalent of 
$1.63 to their personal debts for 
every dollar of increase In their 
long-term savings. 
• Figures compiled from Govern- 
ment and private sources show 
that the total of personal debt 
jumped by more than $20 billions 
during 1955 to an estimated $147 
billions at the year-end. This rep- 
resented ,by far the biggest yearly 
increase of Its kind on record, and 
It was half again, as great as the 
previous peak annual rise in per- 
sonal debt of more than $13 billions 
in 1953. These debt figures consist 
of mortgages on one-to-four non- 
farm homes, Installment and other 
. consumer credit, agricultural mort- 
gage and non-real estate debt, and 
life insurance policy loans. 

At the same time, accumulated 
long-term savings of individuals in 
life Insurance, savings accounts, 
savings and loan associations, and 
current redemption of U.S. Savings 
Bonds owned by individuals, but 
not Including home owners' equi-, 
ties, increased by approximately 
12% billions during 1055 to bring 
to an estimated $232% billions at 
the end of the year, according to 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board. 
While this increase was second 
only to the one in 1054 as the larg- 
est for any year in the decade 
since the end_of World War II, it 
fell $8 billions short of matching 
the net amount that the people 
had expanded their borrowings 
during the year, . primarily to buy 
homes, automobiles and other dur- 
able goods. . 



Airborne Dust 
Hinders Spacemen 

CHICAGO— Tiny particles of air- 
borne dust— almost invisible to the 
naked eye— may be a great hind- 
rance to our space travel, accord- 
ing to the findings of researchers 
at the Armour Research Founda- 
tion of Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

This problem and'the problem of 
erosion of metal surfaces caused 
by the heat generated by air fric- 
tion are being given serious atten- 
tion by engineers. 

Investigators have learned that 
ordinary dust traveling at high 
speeds can cause extensive dam- 
age to metal and glass surfaces. 
To stimulate some of the hazards 
encountered in space flight, they 

have developed a method which 
may be useful for accelerating fine 
dust particles to speeds as high as 
11,000 feet per second, or more 
than 7,000 miles per hour. 

If damage from these millions' 
of dust specks striking the surface 
of ' a satellite vehicle* is great 
enough, it could seriously diminish 
the chances of a missile or satel- 
lite to fulfill its mission.

"When hunting was the only 
means of 'subsistence," he writes, 
''Eskimo women became pregnant 
only once in several years but with 
the new diet they bear a baby 
about every year.

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We Read Poorly 
For Supposedly 
Educated People 

NEW YORK — For a: nation of 
supposedly well educated people, 
Americans has a surprising low 
score at reading. One authority 
states' that 10 per cent of all our 
students are r6tarded readers. 
Tests have shown that more than 
half of the boys and girls In New 
York' City schools are reading be- 
low their normal grade levels— in 
some cases six years below. 

They're reading below their. in- 
telligence levels, too 1 . Nearly 50 per 
cent of the New Vork high school 
population fall short of'thelr tjotcn- 
tlal reading ablHty as measured 
by I.Q. scores. And one reading 
clinic in another city reports that 
less than two per cent of all the 
children who have been referred 
to it during recent years have been 
below average in intelligence. 

Substandard reading ability can- 
not be dismissed as a' single iso- 
lated handicap. It t)as been found 
to be closely tied in with one's en- 
tire make-up; •Sometimes causing 
emotional. disturbances and some- 
.tlmes resulting partly from them. 
Obviously,, vision is a primary fac- 
tor in the situation, the Better Vi- 
sion Institute- points -out. 

The child with a reading prob- 
lem is apt to develop a sense of 
inferiority as a result of this frus- 
tration, He may become a with- 
drawn type of person, perhaps 
failing to compete socially as well 
as In the classroom. And he may 
be a trouble-maker. In 1053 a dele- 
gation from the Affiliated Teacher 
Organizations of Los Angeles com- 
plained to the board of education 
that poor " readers in the high 
schools were causing the teachers 
one of their biggest discipline prob- 
lems. 



Radioiron Aids 
Deficiency Study 

LOS ANGELES— Radioactive 
milk, eggs and cereal may help 
solve problems of iron deficiency, 
prevalent among the nation's in- 
fants. ,. ; ■■ . 

Dr. Jeanette Schulz, pediatrician 
at UCLA Medical School, has been 
awarded a $5,000 fellowship to 
study such problems. 

In the study, hens and cows are 
being infected with harmless 
amounts of radioiron which show 
up in trace amounts in eggs. and 
milk. Radioiron is also added to 
baby cereals. 

After the harmlessly radioactive 
food is fed to infants the iron ab- 
sorption can be*"traded through

Spoiisored by. 
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Worms/ Like Man, 
Learn and Forget 
To Remember 

• BERKELEY, Calif.— A Univer- 
sity of California graduate student 
has shown for the first time that 
certain worms will learn, forget 
what they have learned, and then 
remember again— very much the 
way humans do. 

This was reported by W. J. Cop- 
pock, a graduate student In the 
department of psychology. 

Coppock studied what is known 
to psychologists as "extinction and 
"spontaneous recovery" phenom- 
ena in the -common sand worm, 
known to zoologists as Nereis vex- 
ilosa. Extinction can he equated 
roughly to forgetting, and spon- 
taneous recovery to remembering. 

He taught four worms the sim- 
ple trick of swimming out of a 
glass, tube in order to get food 
whenever a light was flashed on 
them! They all learned- this trick 
in a very short time,, responding 
to the light whlthin 30 seconds 
after fewer than- 20 lessons. 

Then Coppock taught 1 the worms - 
to forget the trick. He did this by 
fooling them: flashing the light and 
withholding the food. Before very 
long, the worms forgot that a flash, 
of light once meant food. They 
simply stayed In their glass tubes 
waiting for their two regular meals 
each day. 

The California researcher sus- 
pended his experiments for two 
days after the trick had been ex- 
tinguished — forgotten — by the 
worms. Then he tried flashing the 
. light on the worms again. 

Sure enough, they came right 
out of their tubes, even though 
they received no food for- It. In 
other words, they "remembered" 
the trick that they had been trained 
to forget. - 

Warning System 
For Tornadoes ; 

WASHINGTON— Though science 
knows no defense against the spin- 
ning winds of a tornado, a_jncw 
radar warning system may reduce 
the spring season's annual harvest 
of destruction. 

In a network of cities east of the 
Rocky Mountains, Weather Bureau 
observers scan radarscopes'for the 
appearance of any distant squall 
line. Not every line bears a latent 
twister. But it Is these frontiers of 
thunder, wind and rain that breed 
nature's most violent storm. 

When one is spotted an alert Is 
flashed and hundreds of volunteer 
ground corpsmen begin watching 

for possible formation. of the dark 
pendant cloud that swings down to 
earth like an elephant's trunk, 
wrecking nearly everything in its 
narrow path. Even a few minutes 
warning saves lives. 

The first widespread network of 
radar was established In Texas in 
1954. Since then the Weather Bu- 
reau has extended the .system to 
neighboring ' states: in "Tornado 
Alley." ' 



Chickens Will 'Lay' 
For Civil Defense 

CHAPEL HILL, N-C!.— Chickens 
may join the civil defense ranks in 
case of nuclear war by "laying 
down" a yardstick for measuring 
deadly radioactive, strontium. 

Zoologists Howard T. Odum of 
Duke and Edwin M. Banks -of the 
University of Illinois outlined this 
possibility .during an Academy of 
Science meeting.. , ( 

Eggshells could be used "for 
measuring radioactive strontium 
present In atomic fallout, they ex- 
plained, because when chickens eat 
strontium-containing foods, this 
substance quickly appears in their 
egg shells. 

Strontium is a metallic element 
often used in the production of fire- 
works. Radioactive strontium la 
considered the most dangerous 
substance in atomic fallout "be- 
cause of its long life and affinity 
for bones,'.' the zoologists aa Id. 



Predicting Quakes 
Puzzling Task 

BERKELEY, Calif.— Next year's \ 
earthquakes are even less predic 
table than next year's weather, ac- 
cording to Dr. Perry By erly pro- 
fessor of seismology. on the Berke- 
ley campus of the University of 
California and director of the Uni- 
versity seismographic stations. 

Accurate records have, not been 
kept long enough to 'determine 1 : 
whether earthquakes .come In re- 
curring cycles, he said. At present, 
the only safe prediction is that 
where the earth's crust baa -shifted 
betore, it will shift again,* .- , . 

Learning how to predict earth- 
quakes is one purpose of studying 
them. -

Nations Control? 

WASHINGTON — International 
lurists are seeking an answer to a 
mizzle as old as the saga of sea- 
fnrlng: How much ocean can a na- 
tion call its own? 

Under modern theory the high 
sc as belong to anybody. By time- 
honored precedent a nation may 
control no more ot its offshore wa- 
ters than an elghteenth-century 
cannon could shoot-one 'league ,or 
Jjrce nautical miles. In actual 
nractlec, nations throughput the 
world are putting "No Trespass- 
ing" signs on coastal belts extend- 
ing from four to 200 miles from 
their mainlands. 

Some neighboring nations think 
that is bending the principle ' of 
freedom of the seas too far. Out-of- 
bounds waters present a particular 
problem to far-ranging fishermen 
and planners of hemispheric de- 
fense. In an effort to settle the, in- 
tricate problems of oceanic geog- 
raphy, however, the United Na- 
tions this year will receive propos- 
als from its International Law 
Commission for new rules befitting 
present-day conditions. 

Today, fewer and fewer nationa 
accept the three-mile limit. It la 
unlawful, for instance,' for foreign 
fishermen to drop ihets within 12 
miles of Soviet Russia, Columbia," 
or Guatemala. Chile, Ecuador, 
Peru and the 70-mile ' El Salvador 
claim 200-mile* belts in the Pacific 
Ocean. . 

Do-lt-Yoiirself I 
Fatalities Few 

NEW YORK— Do-it-yourself ac- 
tivities are responsible only to a 
very minor extent: for the fact that 
home accidents kill* about twice as 
many men as women at their main 
working ages, according to insur- 
ance company statisticians. 

Only about per cent of one 
company's male industrial policy- 
holders from 15 to 64 years old who. 
died in home accidents during 1953 
and 1954 were fatally" injured while 
engaged' in repair, maintenance, or 
improvement work." The'do-it-y our- 
self victims included men who fell 
from ladders,- roofs, or scaffolds 
while painting the exterior of the 
house, while shingling or repairing 
the roof, or while adjusting or in- 
stalling television aerials on the 
roof. 

The study showed that- almost 
every important type of accident 
in and about the . home took a 
higher death toll among men than

Fewer Hemorrhages 
Using New Com| 

NEW YORK— The .unpredictable * 
hemorrhage that frequently oc- 
curs following the removal of ade- > 
noids in children has been pre- 
vented in ninety-seven of one hun- 
dred operations, according to a re 
cent report. 

Dr. Herbert P. Harklns otjhe' 
University of Pennsylvania whV 
ran the clinical^ study showed that 
both the frequency and severity of 
hemorrhage, which can occur' 
hours or even days after surgery, 
was markedly reduced through the 
use of a compound known as Syn- 
kayvite-CB. 

The findings were based upon, a' 
controlled study .of two hundred 
Philadelphia children between the 
ages of five and thirteen. One hun- 
dred of the children were given the 
Synkayvite-CB beforehand .'ollow- 
Ing surgery. ^. 

Of this one hundred, only three 
suffered, post-operative hemor-, 
rhages. In each case, the bleeding 
was minor and. easily, controlled at 
home. ' T . 

Fourteen of the children; who did 
not receive the medicine- suffered 
hemorrhages after the operation.
